|WOMAN’S KIDNEYS. 
TAREN OUT AND ARE 
‘DRAINED OF POISON 


‘Unusual Operation on Mrs. Viola 
Sullivan, City Hospital Mer- 
q Patient. 


City hospital surgeons Tuesday per- 
formed an unusual operation upon Mrs. 
Viola Sullivan of 1827 Chestnut street, 
removing her kidneys, draining them 
of mercurial poisoning and replacing 
them. They reported Wednesday her 
condition was greatly improved and she 
had excellent chances of recovery. 

Surgeons at the hospital pronounced 
the operation a remarkable one, and 
said it was the second of its kind ever 
performed in the United States, the 
other having been at Bellevue Hospital. 
New York City. The operation on ex- 
posed kidneys, they asserted, is almost 
as dangerous as on operation on the 
heart. 

Cousin Died in Same Ward. 

Mrs. Sullivan, who 24 years old, 
swallowed bichloride of mercury last 
Friday, because her husband had de- 
serted her to join a carnival company. 
She was at the home of her uncle, Wil- 
liam Howard, where her cousin, Eva 
Howard, swallowed mercury last June, 
dying in the same ward in which Mrs. 
Sullivan now is a patient. 

Acute symptoms developed Tuesday 
afternoon, and Dr. W. E. Leighton. vis. 
iting surgeon, decided upon the opera- 
tion. He was assisted ‘by Dr. Frederic 
Hagler, chief resident surgeon at the 
hospital. 

The operation requited 4 minutes 
The surgeons made incisions in Mrs 
Sullivan's back, just above each kid- 
ney, and drew the kidneys through the 
incisions, to a point above the surface 
of the back, exposing them. 

Each organ was swollen twice its nor- 
mal size and was saturated with mer- 
curial poison. Incisions were made in 
the capsule, a membraneous lining cov- 
ering the kidneys. By pressure upon the 
cells of the kidneys, the surgeons 
drained the organs of the poisonous 
substance. Then they bound up the 
incisions in the kidneys, replaced the 
organs and sewed the incisions in the 
back. Fü 

Mrs. Sullivan came out from the in- 
fluence of ether without suffering a re- 
current shock, Which had been feare. 
leading the sufgeons to hope for her ul- 
timate recovery, 

If, after the kidneys are permitted to 
eal, traces of poison still are evident, 
sweating processes and saline injections 
will be Neun.

VESUVIUS SNOW-COVERED 


Villages in France Under Water, 
Towns Snowbound, Wires 
Down, Poor Suffering. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 31.—The German capi- 
tal was covered with 14 inches of snow 
at noon today and the fall still contin- 
ued. A heavier storm has been record- 
ed only once in 30 years. 

Near Halle, a passenger train crowded 
with peonle proceeding to their homes 
to spend the New Year’s holiday, was 
blocked by snow at midnight, and the 
g@eople were still prisoners at noon to- 
day. 

Reports from other parts of the Em- 
pire show that the snowfall is general. 

The gale om the North Coast has sub- 
sided, and the floods are abating in 
te low-lying cities where great damage 
was done. 

The severe weather extends not only 
throughout Germany, but alse to 
France, Spain, Portugal and Italy. 
Scores of inland towns are cut off, and 
many deaths from the severe cold are 
reported. 


Blizzard's and Floods Cause Suffering 
in France, 

PARIS, Dec. 31.—France and the great- 
er part of Europe are experiencing the 
bitterest year-end in a decade. Bliz- 
zards and floods have done great dani- 
age inland and gales of exceptional vio- 
lence have ravaged the coasts. 

In Spain and Portugal the intense cold 
has caused numerous deaths. In the 
South of France the temperature has 
registered some degreés below zero, 
Fahrenheit. Mount Vesuvius, in Italy, 
is covered with a mantle of white. 

In France and Southwest Europe the 
railroads are cut off in many places 
and this section is practically isolated, 
so far as telegraphic communication is 
concerned. 

Conditions are at their worst in South- 
ern and Central France, which usually 
are favored by mild winters. Scores of 
Villages which ordinarily never see snow 
are cut off. The suffering’ of the poor 
is intense, and deaths from exposure 
are common. 

Paris and outlying districts have been 
partly snowbound, and as a result of 
temporary thaws the tributaries of the 
Seine are overflowing. The Paris steams 
boat service has been suspended, and 
although the authorities do not aritté- 
pate a flood of disastrous proportions, 
they are taking all-precautions, as the 
Weather Bureau foresees no immediate 
improvement in conditions. 

A cyclone struck Le Creusot, in Saone- 
Et-Loire today, overthrowing all the 
monuments in the cemetery. In the 
mountainous region of Morvan many 
houses were unroofed. 

All the hills around Toulon, in the le- 
partment of Var, are covered with snow 
for the first time in many years. In- 
tense cold prevails. A terrific sea is 
running in the Mediterranean, threaten- 
ing all craft that have not reached port. 

Perpignan, capital of the Department 
of Pyrenees-Orienteles, reports a terrific 
snowstorm throughout the department, 
with the thermometer 6 below zero.

ANOTHER TRIAL 


Many Ballots Are Taken but Men 
Who Blocked Verdict Refused 
to Be Moved. 


NEW YORK, Dec. A.- After deliber- 
ating N hours and 6 minutes, the jury 
before which Hans Schmidt was tried 
for the murder of Anna Aumueller wos 
discharged last night without having 
reached an agreement. 

The jurors were evidently angry and 
disgusted when they filed into the court- 
room, shortly after 10 o'clock. As 8003 
as Clerk Spinney had called the roll 
and asked if a verdict had been reached, 
Foreman Lawrence Ottinger, rose and 
said: 

“Your Honor, there is no possibility 
of our coming to an agreement. We 
were exactly the same on the last bal- 
lot as on our first, We have two jurors 
whom the other 10 consider absolutely, 
mentally, temperamentally and morally 
unfit to serve as jurors.“ 

Foreman’s Statement Surprises. 

This statement came like a bomb in 
the silent courtroom. Ex-Judge Olcott, 


counsel for the defense, was on his feet}. 


in an instant with an objection. Judge 
Foster told the foreman that he need 
go no further. 

Schmidt, who had been standing mo- 
tionless by the rail, was sent back to 
the Tombs. Assistant District Attorney 
Delehanty said Schmidt would be placed 
on trial again at an early date. 

John Grivich of 420 West 160th street, 
manager of the Taylor Trunk Works, 
and William C. McAuliffe, a cashier, of

From all the jurors came indications 
that the sojourn spent in the jury room 
had been warm and that McAuliffe an: 
Grivich had stuck to their position 
through one of the hottest arguments 
ever waged, When one of the jurors 
was asked how many ballots had been 
taken, he said 15, and then added: 

No, 50 would be nearer right.“ 

Foreman Ottinger said: 1 guess the 
way I spoke to the Judge shows how I 
feel about the matter. At one time we 
had all agreed on a sort of compromise 
which we knew was not right.“ 

When pressed to tell what the com- 
promise was, he refused on the ground 
that it might interfere with the trial of 
the case on further trial. From ques- 
tions asked of the Judge it is under- 
stood that the proposed compromise 
had to do with a verdict of murder in 
the first degree, carrying with it the 
suggestion that the death penalty should 
not be imposed.

CIRCULATION IN TUBES 


Animal’s Own Heart Forces 
Blood Into Salt Solution Coils, 
Pumps It Back Clean. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 31.— Three doc- 
tors from Johne Hopkins University 
snowed to scientists of America in con- 
vention here that it was possible to re- 
move the blood from a living animal, 
cleanse it of its impurities and return 7t 
to the animal without interrupting the 
heart beat. 

The demonstration was conducted on 
a dog by Prof. J. J. Abel and two col- 
leagues, Dr. G. L. Rountree and B. B. 
Turner, all of Johns Hopkins. In their 
experiment they took the blood out of 
the dog’s body, the blood coursing 


through a coil of tubes measuring near- 


ly 50 feet. 


Scientists who watched the demon- 
stration saw the entire circulation of 
the 
blood being propelled: through the tubes 


the dog going on in glass tubes, 


by the action of the animal’s heart. 


At the same time, by the use of a so- 


lution through which the blood was 
coursing, the blood was being purified 
of sugar? urea and other materials. By 
varying the solution, and sending the 
blood through 


removed from the blood by the same 
process, it was asserted. 

Prof. Abel and his colleagues would 
yenture no prediction as to a practical 
application of their method. The dem-

Blood 
pumped by the heart in the living ani- 
mal spurted from the artery into the 
tube and into a coil made of 2 tubes, 
each about 16 inches long. The coil

rounding it was a larger glass tube, 
The 
diameter of the latter, containing the 
entire coil, was not more than four 
inches. 

The blood was forced along the coil 
until the entire 50 feet of glass tube was 
red with it. The salt solution was be- 
ing forced out into the animal's body 
to the tube attached to the jugular vein. 

Thé dog, thoroughly anesthetized 
lived in that condition throughout tne 
afternoon. Prof. Abel‘has had dogs sur-

Doctor Swallows Balloon. 
The visiting scientists were given au- 
Other thrill when Dr. A. J. Carlson of 


the University of Chicago swallowed a 
mall rubber balloon and a foot or two 
dk rubber tubes to measure his hunger.

He kept up a continual run of con- 
versation during the swallowing process 
and said the balloon in his stomach 
didn’t Inconvenience him in the least. 

To complete his experiment, Dr. Car!- 
son blew up the balloon. When the 
stomach ‘contracts in hunger, the air is 
forced out through the tubes, which are 
attached to an instrument to record the 
movements on a sensitized paper. Dr. 
Carlson passed about the amphitheater 
some plates he had made in experi- 
ments on his own stomach. 

Dr. Carison defined hunger as a sen- 
sation which arises in the stomach, 
while appetite, he explained, is a nerv- 
ous phenomenon of the brain. Hunger, 
he declared, caused the muscles of the 
stomach to grip the balloon and drive 
out the air which registered the amount 
of hunger on the sensitized paper.

A bond issue for the completion of 
the free bridge will be considered at the 
same time.

The object of the proposed special 
bond issue is to make improvements of 
the streets, sewers, public buildings and 
works.

Dr. Harry H. Meyer Makes Own 
Mechanical Devices for En- 
tainment in His Home. 


A watch party will be held Wednes- 
day night at the home of Dr. Harry H. 
Meyer, 1723 North Taylor avenue, and 
while the guests are waiting for the 
cherub of 1914 to drive the old man 
with the hour glass from his throne, Dr. 
Meyer will reproduce his Christmas 
drama, which is declared by those wno 
have seen it to be the most elaborate 
entertainment of its kind ever seen in 
the city in a private home. 

Dr. Meyer, whose hobby is making 
mechanical toys for his two small 
daughters, Delphine, 4 years old, and 
Geraldine, 2, manufactured in his work- 
shop every decoration and device used 
in the entertainment. 4 

Spectacie Staged in Parlor. 

The spectacle is staged in the parlor 
of the Meyer home, a room about 14x12 
feet. It is so full of scenery and de- 
vices that the spectators are seated in 
the halls and the dining room, where 
they view the scenes through two sets 
of large double doors. 

A street scene from Western Europe 
is shown on one side of the room. The 
houses are made of wood and glass and 
are lighted with tiny electric bulbs. Just 
beyond the houses rise miniature Swiss 
mountains. They are fashioned from 
cauvas and covered with artificial snow. 

% Vem teria? Xs the Christmas tree, 
loaded with presents and decorations. 
Beneath the tree stands Santa Claus. 
The tree is about four feet high. 

On the other side of the room are 
water scenes. Two wooden boats about 
three and four feet long are fitted with 
glass windows and electric lights. The 
sky, the mountains and the ocean are 
fashioned from canvas, while the river 
boat floats in real water that turns 
the mill wheel and runs the mill. 

More than 1800 feet of hidden electric 
wire and 24 switches are used to con- 
vey the power for the lights and mo- 
tors. 

The entertainment begins with the 
seiting of the sun on Christmas eve. 
As the golden rays change to a dark 
and darker red, the graphophone plays 
Kubelik’s Christmas Bells.“ 

Homes Appear Lighted. 

The street lights then appear at tne 
lamp posts on the corners and the 
homes are lighted, While Dixie Girl“ 
and other lively music, representing the 
unrestrained joy of Christmas eve, are 
heard from the graphophone orchestra 
on the stairs. Finally, the full moon ap- 
pears, the lights in the residences go 
out and the music softly renders ‘“‘Si- 
lent Night, Holy Night.“ 

The next scene depicts the approach 
of Christmas morning. The star of 
Bethlehem appears over the stable in 
which is the manger filled with real 
straw and the babe, and around which 
are gathered the angels and the wise 
men from the East. The streets and 
the homes are again lighted. The Christ- 
mas services begin at the church and 
the playing of the organ and the sing- 
ing of the choir is so real that the chil- 
dren always watch for the choir to leave 
the church when the service closes. 

A few Yankee scenes and songs are 
then interspersed, showing Cottontown“ 
with a field of real cotton, mammies 
and pickaninnles, and the old mill where 
the water pours constantly over the 
turning wheel. 

There are two water scenes which 
never fail to draw applause from the 
boys. An ocean steamer is seen battling 
with the breakers while the soloist on 
the phonograph sings “Rocked in the 
Cradle of the Deep,“ and a steamboat 
comes churning up the river as the solo- 
ist renders Waiting for the Robert E. 
Lee.”’ 


Program Is Repeated. 
Finally as all the lights come on, in- 


cluding those on the beautiful Christmas 
tree, there appear on the sides of the 
mountains which enclose the town five 
lordly castles, and here and there among 
the fastnesses a mountain goat. The 
program closes While the orchestra 
plays Around the Christmas Tree.“ 

The entertainment proved so popular 
with the children that Dr. Meyer has re- 
peated it to crowds every night this 
week. Tuesday night 150 children were 
present. Dr. Meyer said he would send 
an invitation to Father Dunne and his 
newsboys for one evening this week 

After Thursday Dr. Meyer says that 
the entertainment will be open to the 
general public every night for one week.

For the last 
month Cantillon has been a patient at 
the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital in St. 
Louis. According to his pbysician, he 
may live three years, but his mental 
faculties will never be restored. Dr.

It is be- 
lieved that if Cantillon is found to be 
unable to stand trial the case @gainst 
her will be dropped, as she was not ac- 
cused of actually taking part in the 
firing of the Edelweiss, but of having 
knowledge of it before and after the 
fact.

Five Men and Three Women 
Lose Lives When Flames Cut 
Off Escape by Stairway.

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—Eight persons, 
five men and three women, were killed 
in a tenement house fire at 9% Monroe 
street, in the crowded East Side dis- 
trict, today. Fifteen persons were in- 
jured, four seriously, by jumping from 
fire escapes. 

The fire started on the ground floor, 
cutting off escape by the stairway. 


An hour before dawn the tenants in 
the house were aroused by the cries of 
persons in the street. Finding escape 
by way of the stairway shut-off, they 
crowded on the fire escape platforms. 
Many jumped, the calmer waited for 
the firemen to raise ladders and a few 
made their escape over the roofs of ad- 
joining tenement houses.

It fol- 
lows, therefore, that Great Britain's 
non-participation in the Panama Exhi- 
bition cannot have any relation to any 
such entirely imaginary agreement or 
understanding. On the same official 
authority the Post-Dispatch can state 
that the word agreement“ or even 
„understanding is too formal to de- 
scribe the nature of the circumstances 
under which England and Germany have 
decided not to participate officially in 
the Panama Exhibition. Each country 
formed its decision independently, for its 
own reasons, and, having formed it, 
communicated it to the other. Not as 
a matter of agreement but as a mat- 
ter of diplomatic courtesy each to in- 
form the other in case that decision 
is altered. 

Great Britain and Germany are not 
bound in any way to each not to par- 
ticipate. On the contrary, each is per- 
fectly free to participate on informing 
the other country of its intention. Greai 
Britain’s reasons for not showing were 
‘entirely economic and were stated in 
the House of Commons Aug. 5 by For- 
eign Secretary Grey, and so far he sees 
no ground for changing his decision. 
This arrangement between the German 
and British Foreign Offices applies only 
to the Panama exhibition and not to 
internationa] exhibitions generally. 

It has been stated here that Great 
Britain and Germany decided not to par- 
ticipate in accordance with the resolu- 
tion of the international diplomatic con- 
ference on exhibitions binding the Pow- 
ers represented that an interval of at 
least three years should elapse between 
such exhibitions; but this is an in- 
accurate statement, as the San Fran- 
cisco exhibition was under way at the 
time the conference was sitting and was 
expressly excluded from the operation 
of the resolution. 

Decision on Economic Grounds, 

Neither the British nor the German 

Foreign Office will admit that the Pan- 
ama tolls question had anything to do 
toward influencing their decision to de- 
cling to participate. Both steadfastly 
maintain that their decision was based 
wholly on economic grounds. But they 
cannot deny that the decision in both 
cases was taken at a moment when 
German and especially British senti- 
ment was hot cver the preferential tolis 
enactment, creating a state of mind 
when economic considerations tn regard 
te the exhibition exercised an influence 
which would have been impossible un- 
der more favorable international condi- 
tions.

Bagiand and Germany Agree on 
Pelicy in Africa. 

BERLIN, Dec. 81.—Great Britain and 
Germany have as good as concluded a 
comprehensive political agreement 
which, optimists believe, will go far to- 
ward eradicating the danger of war be- 
tween the two empires. It is learned 
that the announcement of the agree- 
ment is not likely to be deferred beyond 
the date of the approaching session of 
the British Parliament.

mission, the Post- Dispatch demanded prompt con- 
gressional action providing for the regulation of 
railroad finances by the commission. Two bills 
have been introduted in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and public hearings have been an- 
nounced by Chairman Adamson of the House 
Commerce Committee. Leading railroad men 
have approved the proposal of -such regulative 
legislation. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion recommends it. 

Through the Post-Dispatch’s exposure of extor- 
tlonate rates by subsidiary corporations of the 
Keokuk Dam Co., the question of.regulating in- 
torstate public utilities by the War Department 
has been taken up by Congress. A bill providing 


for the regulation of these utilities has been in- 


troduced. 

The labor field has been marked during the 
year by serious disturbances accompanied by 
violence on the part of labor men and tyrannies 
on the part of capitalists and the anthorities. But 
the year was distinguished for one great triumph 
o? arbitration, when the trainmen and managers 
en 54 Bastern roads submitted their differences to 
arbitration under the Erdman act. 

With the unparalleled value of $10,000,000,000, 
the crops as a whole have been short this year, 
thus increasing the cost of living. As usual, 
while reform legislation is being enacted, busi- 
ness has been somewhat depressed and uncertain. 
But with the close of the year the prospects are 
decidedly brighter. 


STATE AND LOCAL Ava end 

Locally, although the year has been distin- 
guished by stagnation on the part of both State 
and municipal administrations, there has been de- 
cided advance towards better conditions, through 
the culmination of several important movements. 

Home rule was granted St. Louis by the Legis- 
lature, but has been held up by interested poli- 
ticlans under the referendum law. 

The legal obstacles to grade separation have 
been cleared away. Work has been commenced 
on one of the most dangerous crossings and has 
been ordered on another. 

The Post-Dispatch’s fight for fire escapes on 
schools that are not fireproof was brought to a 
successful close. 

A new charter for St. Louis, on modern lines, 
is in the making. 

e legal fight for the abolition of the bridge 


‘| and terminal monopoly is approaching a conclu- 


sion. The monopoly feature has been eliminated, 
and the question of abolishing the bridge arbi- 
trary in the final decree of court is now under 
consideration. The bridge arbitrary has been 
attacked before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the evidence brought out in the hear- 
ing by Commissioner Harlan points to a radical 
change, if not a complete elimination of the 
charge. 

An anti-clairvoyant law was passed; the great 
popular swimming pool at the Fairground was 
opened, and a law was passed for the inspection 
of tenement houses. 

The billboard interests of the city suddenly 
abandoneé their resistance of eight years to the 
law regulating their structures and the suit in 
the Federal Supreme Court was dismissed. Ex- 
posure by the Post-Dispatch defeated a plot in 
which certain city officials were involved to 
weaken the law for the benefit of the billboard 
men. 

These specific accomplishments measure only a 
part of the progress that has been made in St. 
Louls. There is unquestionable evidence of an 
awakening of the public mind to the necessity of 
better fundamental laws, and of a more thorough 
control of the Government in the interest of the 
public. 

In the State, the best achievements of the 
year were the extension of the scope of the wom- 
an's nine-hour’ law; the extension of the school 
age fixing it at from 5 to 20 years; the ‘creation of 
the Public Service Commission to regulate all pub- 


lic utilities, and the decision of the United States 


Supreme Court affirming the 2-cent railway pas- 
senger rate. * 

A first step was taken by the Post-Dispatch 
towards the thorough reform of the Missouri 
Penitentiary, by the exposure of barbarities in- 
flicted on prisoners and of the gross injustice of 


the conditions existing under the contract labor. 


system. 


The most important trust decision of the year 


was rendered by the Missouri Supreme Court, 
fining members of the Yellow Pine Manufactur- 
ers’ Association an aggregate of $436,000 and 
entering decrees of ouster against many of its 
corporate members. The court holds that to 
disguise monopoly practices as a “code of ethics” 
affords no excuse for violation of law. This is 
the first successful attack on a branch of the 
powerful Lumber Trust. 

THE ABROAD. 

Although no attempt is made to set them down 
in the order of their relative importance, which 
cannot yet be determined, it is believed the year 
1918 will be remembered in Europe for these 


among other notable events: 

1. Conélusion of the wars between the Bal- 
kan kingdoms and the Turkish Empire, and 
between Servia and Greece against Bulgaria, 
leaving Turkey in possession of Adrianople, 
Greece of long-coveted islands, Servia of new 
territory, but not of its ardently desired out- 
let on the Adriatic, Rumania of a substan- 
tial slice of Bulgaria, Bulgaria crushed, hu- 
miliated, impoverished, Montenegro unrequited 
by gains of either land or money for its 

. great sacrifices. 

2. Opening of the British Liberal ministry's 
campaign to break up the great landed es- 
tates of England, and to restore the land to 

the people, in small holdings, for cultivation. 
8. Advance of the Irish home rule bill to 
third reading—its final stage which it will 
pass to receive the King’s approval early in 
the summer of 1914. 
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7. Large additions to the 2 and . 
French standing armies, and the failure of the 
British proposal, addressed to Germany, for 
a, cessation of warship building for a year. 

8 Widening of the scope of, action of heav- 
ler-than-air flying machines; aeroplanes driv- 
en over the Alps and Pyrenees Mountain 
ranges and from Paris to London without 
stop; aeroplanes built and flown carrying as 
many as a dogen persons; wreck of the Ger- 
man Zeppelin Lz and death ot its crew of 28 
men, including the members of the German 
board of strategy for air flight,.and the stub- 
born refusal of German authorities to regard 
this disaster as more than a temporary dis- 
couragement: in their effort to conquer the 
air with dirigibles; carriage of- over 12,000 
paying passengers in German Zeppelins, with- 
out injury to any. 

9. Multipliea evidences of life after death, 
culminating in Sir Oliver Lodge's. address be- 
fore. the British Association, declaring the 
grounds of his conviction that the soul of 
man survives the body’s passing, remember- 
ing and loving those left behind and. influ- 
encing their lives. 

10. The visible, slow but resistliess advance 
of the democratic ideal in all lands, with 
consequent abridgment of the authority of 
hereditary rulers and classes to determine 
the acts of governments and the apportion- 
ment of opportunities. 

THE DEMOCHATIO IDEAL 

Evidences of the democratic ideal’s forward 
march in Europe, other than those already cited, 
are: 

1. The Spanish Government's extorted prom- 
ise to grant home rule to the three Catalan 
provinces, richest and most radical in Spain, 
and King Alfonso’s remarkable declaration 
that if Spain becomes a republic he will be 
the first man to offer it his sword. 

2. Vindication of the supremacy of civil law 
over military law in the episode of the Alsa- 
tlan shoemaker and the Lieutenant sent to 
prison for asaulting him. 

3. Rapid rise of prosperity in Ireland under 
the spur of the land act, which partitioned 
large estates among small cultivators and put 
them in a way to become freeholders. 

4. Abolition of serfdom in Russia’s Cauca- 
sian provinces. 

5. Gaining of enlarged rights of citizenship 
by the men of Belgium, as a result of the 
first universal labor strike in history. 

Europe’s crops, as a whole, were good, and man- 
ufactures showed large gains in all the nations 
at peace; yet cost of living for the masses ad- 
vanced faster than wages, so that labor strikes 
have been numerous, and, in England, more men- 
acing in their attitude toward wealth and special 
privilege, than ever before. 

The Scandinavian countries have prospered. 
Denmark especially, thanks to universal indust- 
trial co-operation and the nearest approach to 
genuine democracy in any country except Switz- 
erland, has reason to remember 1918 as the best 
year in the country’s history. 

Italy’s waste of $200,000,000 in fruitless African 
war is offset in part by a rapid extension of co- 
operative farming by associations of peasants, 
making idle lands productive, creating a large 
addition to the national food supply and minimiz- 
ing the problem of unemployment. 

In the Farther Hast Yuan Shi Kai was elected 
first permanent President of the republic of 
China. He has found it necessary to his plans to 
dissolve Parliament and crush with force a con- 
sequent uprising of the dissatisfied. 

Japan awaits Washington’s leisure to renew dis- 
cussion of the California land laws, builds new 
dreadnaughts, extends the national railways, as- 
sists colonization of Japanese laborers in Latin- 
America, and suppresses the Tokyo mob’s frequent 
outbreaks of dissatisfaction with this country’s 
exclusion policy. 

East Indians contemplate with silent wrath the 
rise of a policy which excludes them from 
Britain’s white dominions except as contract 


laborers. 

Col. Roosevelt finds three or four of the South 
American republics grown to such stature as to 
warrant this country’s meeting them hereafter not 
as wards, but as equals, in safeguarding the future 
peace and welfare of the Western Hemisphere, 

Mexico continues to exhibit war in its only 
tolerable aspect, that of a people’s fight for eman- 
cipation from serfdom. The enlightened opinion 
of mankind, formulated by the American Presi- 
dent, has granted the insurrectionary peons a free 
hand and at least moral encouragement in their 
struggle to unseat the oligarchy of petty despots 
and concessionaires. 

Canada signalized the year by rejecting the 
Premier’s proposal to give three dreadnaughts to 
the British navy and by establishing a parcel 
post. 
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Gilded young gentlemen who rush into print 
with news of their princely gifts to friends for- 
get both the Biblical injunction not to let the one 
hand know what the other doeth, and their obli- 
gation, as fortune’s conspicuous favorites, to ad- 
here to a high standard of good taste. 


Gov. Cox of Ohio promises to do his part to 
break the grip of the Money Trust by procuring 
a law which will permit cities to “offer their 
bonds first to the common people in $10, $25 and 


$50 lots.”

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WHY THE PRESS CLUB DIED. 
From Detroit Saturday Night. 
Kind-hearted gentlemen who are dis- 
posed to do financial favors for news- 
Paper men, either through fear or 
friendship, have been saved some money 
during the last two weeks by the de- 
mise of the Detroit Press Club, which 
was born on paper a week or two be- 
fore. Had we not been assured of its 
early taking off we would have warned 
our friends against it, and for the ben- 
efit of those same friends we now sug- 
gest that any time a solicitor attempts 
to mace them for life memberships in 
any organization of the kind they will 
refrain from subscribing until they have 
had time to ask some of their newspa- 
per friends what it means. 
The scheme which has recently, and 
fortunately, come to naught was based 
on the proposition that many Detroiters 
of ample means, but with no personal 
interest in or even remote connection 
with the press, could be induced to part 
with a substantial fee to be used for 
the establishment of a club for news- 
paper men. 
The scheme was a mistake for two 
reasons: First. because it was a form 
of beggary to which newspaper men 
could not lend themselves without sac. 
rificing their self-respect, and secondly, 
because the newspaper men of Detroit 
do not need a press club. Some of the 
more sociable spirits of the craft have 
frequently endeavored to organise @ 
press club that would live and prosper.

newspaper men are a peculiar genera- 
tion. Some of us don’t speak to each 
other, though we can’t always tell why.

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The dominating figure in the edu- 
cational world today is unquestion- 
ably Dr. Maria Montessori, The 
famous “method” of the Italian 
teacher-psychologist is already rev- 
olutionizing the training of small 
children in every civilized country. 
Indeed, Dr. Montessori’s explanation 
of her system is shortly to be trans- 
lated into Chinese. 

URROUND the child with that 
64 environment which seems best 
‘ suited to his individual needs. 
If the public school is fashion- 
ing him to a certain standard, it may 
be necessary for the mother to see thai 
he gets the most good from his school 
and that his character building contin- 
ues at home. We cannot have too many 
scientifically trained, thinking moth- 
ers.“ 

That is how Dr. Maria Montessori 
epitomized in a paragraph the puzzling 
problem of the proper surroundings for 
small children. When I put my first 
question to her on this topic she 
shrugged her shoulders in true Latin 
fashion and pursed her lips in a pout 
which betokened momentary disapprov- 
al. 

vou expect me to tell you all my 
ideas on this subject in a short space, 
when I have taken two or three books 
to tell about it, and still have not fin- 
ished,” she protes.ed.. ‘“‘For when. we 
come right down to fundamentals, en- 
vironment actually takes in the whole 
scope of child education, physical, men- 
tal and spiritual, doesnt’ it? O, you 
Americans, with your hurry and your 
haste to see printed instantly that 
which we of Europe will wait patiently 
to hear after much mature considera- 
tion in the writing! 

“And yet, I have to admit that you, 
with all your haste and speed, have sur- 
rounded your children with an environ- 
ment, which is far superior to that of 
most places in my country, and, in fact, 
in all of Europe.”’ 

„Well,“ I suggested through the in- 
terpreter, “can’t you give a few ideas 
to the American mother which you 
think she may need, which will help 
her to better even the conditions you 
praise?“ 

“Of course, she replied, “I shall have 
to be more or less theoretical in this. 


1 have not been in America long enough 


to see what environments surround all 
classes of your children. I have been 
in the large cities, but I have seen the 
country and the small places only 
through the car windows. I understand 
you have a country life that is most 
beautiful in many places. And again, I 
learn that some of your mining towns 
are not to be compared with those of 
Europe. It is very hard to give advice 
on this point when I do not know about 
the various phases of life which must 
obtain in such a large country filled 
with a striving, progressive people. I 
can only go into the subject in a gen- 
eral way—only give ideas which may 
be applied anywhere with good results. 
If they are already in use, so much 
the better. 

„In the first place, I believe that the 
conceptions of some parents and not a 
few teachers that the child must be 
molded to an environment which has 
positive lines of conduct are erroneous— 
almost criminal in certain instances. 

“Study the individual child. Do not 
try to pour him into a mold and expect 
him always to come out a perfect cast- 
ing. Even iron poured into a mold 
will often show defects—sometimes has 
to be sent back to the furnace. How 
much more ridiculous to suppose that a 
living, mobile organism with a mind 
and a soul different from millions of 
others can be molded to a set pattern. 

Let me deagribe the attitude which 
is demanded of the teachers in. the 
‘children’s houses’ in Rome. 

There the children are occupied in 
varied ways. The teacher, the passive 
director of their activity, ts on constant 
watch, making observations of a psy- 
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chological nature and along scientific 
standards She is a student in a labora- 
tory, where the phenomena which she 
cbserves are the acts of little children, 
quite as much a part of nature as the 
phenomena observed in the chemical 


laboratory. She sees the actions and 
the reactions. She observes what causes 


will bring certain results and she tabu- 
lates all this knowledge for future 
reference and use. 

In the home there is opportunity for 
just such a laboratory. Study the indi- 
vidual child and use your best judg- 
ment to provide him with the environ- 
ment which seems best suited to the 
needs of his progression.“ 

Then the Dottoressa turned to another 
phase of the subject, the outdoor life 
cf children. She continued: 

“Teach the children a love of nature. 
Lead them to the doing of useful tasks 
It will be play to them, if they are 
eft. to their own resources, just as 
much as the foolish games to which 
they turn when no other kind of activ- 
ity offers. 

“In our schools the children attend to 
the watering of plants. They are 
Lrought to the soil. They learn to love 
the beautiful things of nature, and they 
are not afraid of the crawling creatures 
cof the earth which bring a shudder to 
many an older person. I have seen a 
group of my children intensely inter- 
ested in the wrigglings of an earth- 
worm or in the labored progress of a 
caterpillar. They do not shudder be- 
cause they have never been told that 
such things are to be shunned.”’ 

“And now will you tell me a bit about 
the food suitable for children?“ I urged, 
thinking of the vigorous appetite which 
almost invariably accompanies a healthy 
outdoor life such as the Dottoressa ap- 
proves. 

J hesitate to say much about diet in 
this country, when I have merely the 
observations in my own country to back 
up my assertions,“ she replied. “I find 
that you eat a great many different 
things in America. You have a great 
variety which we do not have. And 
your national diet is so different from 
ours, as you probably have seen by ob- 
serving those of my countrymen who 
have come to. the United States with 
their own pecullar gastronomic habits, 
including, of course, garlic.” 

The Dottoressa’s soft laugh was a 
preface to a startling but altogether 
serious proposition. 

“A large part of the selection of the 
child’s diet should be left to the school, 
she said, not explaining, however, 
whether she meant the public school or 
a school such as she herself would con- 
duct. The diet must be adapted to 
the child's needs. It should not be asked 
to eat, in smaller doses, that which 
supplies the needs of the adult. I would 
like to see cooking of a scientific na- 
ture for children in rich as well as poor 
homes. We should get more into the 
habit of specializing in food for chil- 
dren.“ 

And about the preparation of that 
food,“ I said, hoping to get some really 
new ideas. 

„Well.“ the Dottoressa smiled again 
that wonderful smile which has brought 
everyone with whom she has come in 
contact to her feet—‘‘the diet of chil- 
dren, in the first place, must be rich in 
fats and sugar. I tell you that as a 
physician and still more as an observer 
of child life developing naturally. 

„As to form, substances which the 
very young child takes into his alimen- 
tary system should be cut up—actually 
minced. He cannot properly masticate 
his food and his little stomach is not 
up to its task of mincing the food which 
it receives. For the child I should 
recommend soups, purees and balls made 
of meat. That is, after three and one-

half years. Up to that time chiefly 
eggs and milk, though the broths coul! 
be added after the second year. Fruits 
are especially good. For poor children 
there is a very good mixture of bréa:] 
boiled in salt water or in broth with 
an abundance of oil added. 

The eggs are best when given Ww 
children while the eggs are still warm 
fiom the hen, taken just as they are 
and then diges.ed in the open air. J 
realize that such an operation is nex* 
te impossible in the cities. A good sub- 
stitute, however, is to take fresh eggs 
and barely heat them in water. 

“All forms of meats are not adapted 
to children and the preparation must 
differ as the age of the child increases. 
From 3 to 5 years of age finely ground 
flesh is best, while after 5 the norma! 
child ought to be able to grind the meat 
with his teeth. Then comes the time 
when he should learn to masticate prop 
erly because he has a tendency to bolt 
his food and bring on indigestion and 
kindred ills. The child fed at school 
is taught many things which might be 
neglected at the home table. 

The white meats, chicken and veal, 
are most adapted to the child’s powers 
ot assimilation at this age, and the light 
fiesh of fish as well. Fillet of beef is 
good after 4 years vf age, but never 
the heavy, fatty flesh or sea food. 

“Milk foods are always good when 
eaten soon after preparation from fresh 
products. Bread is excellent and it is 
well always to offer the crust to the 
child. 

„As to green vegetables, they should 
never be eaten raw—only cooked, and at 
that they are not to be highly recom- 
mended, except spinach, which may be 
given in moderation. 

“Fruits, like eges and milk, contain 
living attributes when freshly picked 
and aid greatly in the digestion of the 
little one’s food. Although most fruits 
can be given to the child when raw, 
pears, apples and plums are _ better 
ccoked. I would exclude figs, pineapples 
bagelnuts, almonds and chestnuts from 
the dietary regime of early childhood. 

“In the eating of fruits the child 
should be taught as soon as possible 
how to eliminate carefully the peel an‘ 
the seeds. He soon learns how to eat 
fruit properly and it becomes a source 
of satisfaction to him to receive his 
tine orange intact and to prepare it for 
‘eating himself. 

“Seasonings are an abomination. I 
would abolish pepper, cinnamon, nutmeg, 
clove and mustard. There are some con- 
diments like rue and garlic which disin- 
fect the intestines and lungs and have 
other good effects. But spices, never. 
As I said before, sugar and salt and 
some fatty substances are proper and 
richt.“ 

“You have no place in your menu for 
the child for artificial beverages, I de- 
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meals, children should not eat at all. 
There should be two meals at the school 
—l am now speaking of my own chil- 
dren's houses—one about noon and the 
other about 4 o’eldck in the afternoon. 
The first should be.a good, substantial 
repast and the second a light lunch. 
Two meals should be taken at the 
child’s home, that is, his breakfast anv 
supper. The latter ought to be rathe 
light, as the child will be in bed very 
soon after. 

As a final recommendation, I wish 
to emphasize the cleanliness which 
snould attend everything in connec- 
tion with the children’s repasts. The 
little ones must be taught to eat 
with cleanliness both as to their 
own persons and also as to the linen
